Negotiations, which continued 
unsuccessfully into the early 
morning, resum ed shortly after 
9:30 a.m. CST, with wages, 
fringe benefits and a cost-of-liv­ 
ing clause still the sticking 
points. 
The strike left the nation’s 
economy facing a crunch be­ 
cause of the cutback in the in­ 
terstate flow 
of goods

Team sters haul about 60 per 
cent of the country's m anufac­ 
tured products. 
The walkout was generally 
peaceful. But shots were fired 
at a trucker in Cleveland, in 
D etroit a 23-year-old man was

at a company lot, and rocks 
were thrown at trucks on a 
road in southwest Michigan. 
In New York City, m ean­ 
while, a strike by transit work­ 
ers that would have affected 
about three million subway and 
bus riders was averted with the 
predawn announcement of ten­ 
tative agreem ent on a new con­ 
tract for 34,000 transit worker. 
But across the country, San 
Francisco faced a second day 
without public transport as a 
strike by about 1,900 of approxi­ 
mately 20,000 city workers pro­ 
testing pay cuts continued.

MAPLES 
A disease that affects maple trees is talcing the place of 
Dutch elm disease as the major threat to the nation's 
residential shade trees. 
While some remedies have been found for Dutch elm 
disease, there is at present no known cure for the 
widespread maple decline, says University of Michigan 
tree pathologist Harrison L. Morton. 
Maple decline right now is most prevalent in mid- 
western states but is also appearing in the northeast. The 
disease, which may take 10 years to kill a tree, is most 
common among two popular shade varieties, the Norway 
maple and the sugar maple. In Ann Arbor, as many as 50 
per cent of the sugar maples show some indications of 
decline. 
“We don’t know what the nature of the disease is,” 
says Morton. “If we did, we would be able to come up 
with a remedy.” 
In the meantime, lovers of the traditional pancake 
topping have no cause for worry. The blight will not 
affect production of syrup, according to a spokesman for 
the Gast Manufacturing Co., developers of a vacuum 
pumping method of extracting sap from maple trees. The 
speed of extraction and the great number of maple trees 
ensures that even if the disease spreads, the market will 
continue to be well supplied. 
Indeed, says the company, were it not for vacuum 
pumping, the cost of maple syrup would long ago have 
become too high for most households to afford.

EGYPT OPENS 
DOOR TO U.S. 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat’s call for the end of 
his country’s friendship treaty with the Soviet Union 
opens the door wide for U.S. influence in Egypt. The 
question now is, does this country have the good sense to 
walk through that door? 
Few need to be told of the high stakes in the Middle 
East — for one thing, peace itself, in a strategic region 
where superpower interests clash head-on. Then there is 
the matter of Mideast oil, to which the United States 
unfortunately is becoming more and more addicted. 
Finally, the U.S. has at least a moral commitment to 
beleaguered Israel. 
Making these interests square with each other has 
become increasingly difficult in recent years, owing in 
part to the intransigence of parties there — particularly 
Israel. 
The latest, but by no means only, case of presump­ 
tuousness on the part of Israel came recently when 
Israel, via the Jewish lobby in the U.S., warned the Ford 
Administration against selling military equipment to 
Egypt. In a telegram to Mr. Ford, leading American 
Jewish organizations let it be known they are “most 
strenuously opposed" to the idea. 
One reason this brashness is particularly hard to 
swallow is that Israel itself is enormously dependent 
upon American aid — without which the tiny nation 
would be hard put to exist. The Senate and House, for 
example, have just passed foreign military aid bills 
totaling $3 billion — $1.5 billion of which is slated for 
Israel. 
Why then does Israel logically believe it can dictate to 
the United States to whom it will and will not dispense its 
aid? The answer, of course, has little to do with 
America’s own strategic interests, but rather to the 
traditionally strong- pro-Israeli lobby in this country. 
The most logical U.S. policy, however, is to increase its 
influence and thus bargaining power throughout the 
Middle East, including in Egypt. That policy also is 
almost certainly in the long- range interests of Israel 
itself, 
In short, the U.S. must not 
miss this golden op­ 
portunity to supplant Russia once and for all in Egypt. A 
start to that end will be for the administration to proceed 
with plans to sell that country weapons.

THE FINANCIAL problem of 
the state’s Medicaid program 
m ay have been solved with Gov. 
Ray Blanton's proposal that the 
legislature approve both a $13.5

propriation and the transfer of 
$4 million from human services

Medicaid.

m easures The legislature still 


needs

Human services also have a 
problem. New federal guidelines 
say the program s will receive 
m atch in g 
funds 
from 
W ashington as reim bursem ents 
for money actually spent Many 
of the program s don’t have the 
resources to wait for aid until 
after they’ve started operations 
In the past, the state D epart­ 
ment of Public Welfare ad­ 
vanced them operating funds 
But the state has been told to 
stop that practice. 
The $4 million is available 
from hum an services in part 
because of an accumulation of 
funds that used to be advanced 
Such a transfer should not be 
relied upon again. The affected 
program s, including day care 
and 
serv ices 
for 
crip p led 
children and the elderly, are too 
important to be shortchanged 
In addition, it's to be hoped that 
the federal guidelines will be 
changed or that some exemption 
can be worked out for Ten­ 
nessee 
Most 
of the hum an 
serv ices 
in 
the 
sta te 
a re 
provided by private agencies, 
which have had trouble finding 


substitutes for the initial state 
aid. Elsewhere, public agencies 
carry more of the financial load. 
Medicaid got into trouble after 
sharp increases in the num ber of 
eligible recipients and in the use 
of the health services. Inflation 
and a drop in the federal m at­ 
ching share also were m ajor 
factors. 
Health 
officials 
un­ 
derestim ated demand. And, on 
top of that, the legislature cut 
the requested Medicaid budget 
to only $4 million more than it 
was the previous year. 
THE LEGISLATURE should 
approve w hatever supplemental 
help is needed—the final figure 
will depend on how use changes 
month by m onth.„ But it also 
should take a thorough look at 
the Medicaid program . Health 
care deserves a high priority in 
state spending. At the sam e 
time, its rapidly rising co6ts are 
a harsh fact of economic life. As 
with many other public services, 
the 
d an g er 
exists 
th at 
Medicaid’s size will become self 
destructive. The present crisis is 
an indication of what could 
happen. If the program con­ 
tinued to expand, the deficit 
might get so large that it could 
not be funded 
Then all the 
health benefits would have to be 
cut off. That would be a cruel 
blow 
to m any 
thousands of 
Tennesseans. 
The only way to avoid this is 
for the legislature and the ad­ 
ministration to determ ine how 
many Medicaid services Ten­ 
nessee 
can 
realistically 
be 
expected to provide in relation 
to all the other demands on the 
state’s limited resources. Then a 
budget 
should 
be 
approved 
th at’s adequate to deliver w hat’s 
been promised.

WASHINGTON- With quiet 
efficiency, the new Secretary of 
Defense Donald Rumsfeld has 
quickly solidified his control 
over the Pentagon and has won a 
bureaucratic battle lost by his 
purged 
pred ecesso r Ja m es 
Schlesinger. 
Rumsfeld began changing the 
guard at the Pentagon shortly 
after he moved in. This is an 
exercise in political patronage 
that usually causes a great 
ruffling 
of 
feath ers. 
But 
Rumsfeld is accomplishing the 
changeover 
smoothly, 
with 
scarcely a feather out of place. 
Six top Pentagon aides have 
been shown the door by Rum­ 
sfeld and at least two more will 
soon be asked to depart Five 
others have shifted jobs in a 
m aneuver that has impressed 
the Pentagon brass that their 
new boss will be calling the 
signals Six new arrivals have 
moved into the secretariat and 
another is waiting in the wings 
But what has impressed the 
Pentagon crowd the most is the

R um sfeld 
neatly out- 
m aneuvered Secretary of State 
H enry 
K issinger 
in 
a 
b u re au c ratic 
power 
play. 
Kissingerwas hostile to Robert 
E llsw orth, 
an 
ag g ressiv e 
assistant defense secretary, who 
was in charge of “ international 
affairs.” His office was com­ 
monly called “ the Pentagon’s 
State Departm ent " 
Ellsworth sometimes clashed 
with 
Kissinger 
over 
foreign 
policy. This opposition had the 
support 
of 
Kissinger's 
old 
nemesis, 
Jam es 
Schlesinger, 
who tried to elevate Ellsworth to 
deputy defense secretary. Our 
sources say Kissinger quietly 
blocked the promotion, fearing 
this would enhance Ellsworth s

Both the House and Senate 
have now completed their own 
interpretation of the state’s

S. Bond in his budget message 
last January.

with state

dollars than Bond, though the 
difference was slight. The 
House 
appropriated 
31.9 
million more than the gover­ 
nor from general revenue 
while the Senate contented itr 
self with spending only 31 
million 
more than 
Bond 
recommended.

The debate now moves to 
conference committee where 
selected 
members 
of 
the 
House and Senate will sit down 
to haggle over the final figure 
the legislature will submit to 
Bond for approval. 
Traditionally, 
conference 
committee membership has 
been restricted to the chair­ 
men of the respective ap­ 
propriations committees and 
committee 
members 
who 
share his, and the majority 
party 
leadership’s, 
fiscal 
philosophy. 
The final outcome of the 
conference 
com m ittee 
meeting will depend a great 
deal on the political skills of 
the two co-chairmen, Sen. 
N orm an 
M e rre ll, 
D- 
Monticello 
and 
Rep.

Russell, 
D-Florissant, 
to 
strike agreements acceptable 
to their respective chambers. 
House 
Speaker 
Richard 
Rabbitt, D-St. Louis, often has

Russell. 
Three areas of state spen­ 
ding will receive special con­ 
sideration from the conferees: 
elementary and secondary 
education; the Department of 
Mental 
Health; 
and 
the 
Department of Social Ser­ 
vices. 
More 
than 
34.1 
million 
separates House and Senate 
recommended appropriations 
for elementary and secondary 
schools with the bulk of the 
money 
coming 
from 
the 
state’s general revenue funds. 
Senators favored schools with 
the sum of 3611.3 million while 
the House’s 3607.2 million 
figure 
closely 
resembled 
Bond’s recommendation. 
But the Senate’s more con­ 
servative approach to govern­ 
ment spending was reflected 
in 
appropriations 
for 
the 
Departments of Mental Health 
and Social Services. 
Though senators doled out 
more than 36.5 million more 
general revenue dollars to 
these two departments final 
Senate figures fell almost 365 
million short of the House 
totals. 
The difference resided in a 
greater House willingness to 
supplement state programs 
with money received from the 
federal government. 
Senate floor debate often 
damned the increasing in­ 
fluence the federal govern­ 
ment 
excercises 
in 
state 
programs by virtue of the 
ever-present threat to with­ 
draw funding should the state 
fail to comply with federal 
thinking. 
An example came last week 
on the Senate floor when Sen. 


John Schneider, D-St, Louis, 
introduced 
an 
amendment 
to the mental health ap­ 
propriations bill that would 
have made Missouri eligible to 
receive 
federal 
funds 
by 
bringing state facilities into 
federal compliance. 
Schneider said the original 
investment by the state would 
be made up by the increased 
amount of federal money 
flowing into Missouri. 
“In two years we will start 
getting back more money 
from the feds than we will be 
spending,” Schneider said. 
But Sen. A.M. Spradling, D- 
Cape 
Girardeau, 
led 
the 
charge to defeat the amend­ 
ment, saying it was further in­ 
terference by the federal 
government in state affairs. 
Spradling took special ex­ 
ception to a federal regulation 
determining the number of 
employes the state institutions 
would have to hire to come 
within 
federal 
guidelines. 
Missouri would have added an 
additional 1,188 people to the 
payrolls. 
“The Department of Mental 
Health asked for a reduction 
of 160 employees they didn’t 
need, then came here and 
asked for 1,188 new employes 
in order to qualify for federal 
funds," Spradling said. 
“This nauseates me. I’m 


sick of the federal govern­ 
ment.” 
The 
am endm ent 
was 
defeated. 
When conference committee 
action finally gets under way, 
five 
appropriations 
bills 
should offer few areas of 
disagreement.

too busy 
to be censoring 
manuscripts. 
It’s just not 
feasible today." 
Carlson's 
action 
repealed 
regulations 
imposed in 1974 
prohibiting inmates from at­ 
tempting to publish material 
about their own lives or criminal 
careers, prison conditions and 
prison employes. 
"He couldn’t write about these 
matters he was most competent 
to write about," Aun observed. 
The 1974 rules also required an 
inmate to get approval from 
prison officials before a t­

to

publication. The inmate was 
required to submit an outline of 
his proposed book or article, and 
the warden had the power to 
disapprove it. 
The inmate could not submit 
the manuscript to a publisher, or

But they certainly must number in the thousands.

1964 to 1974, and to obtain the annual report for each. 
Two weeks and 48 hours of telephone calls later, the 
staff person gave up in frustration. He had succeeded in 
working his way only up to 1971. Beyond that point no one 
seemed to know. 
The figure for the several years was 157 new agencies but 
some 58 have since been terminated. Of the 99 still in 
existence, 53 make annual reports on their operations, 25 had 
passable substitutes, but the remaining 21 have no viable 
public accounting whatsoever. 
Confused Public 
The difficulty this proliferation of agencies creates for 
the average person seeking help from the federal government 
is obvious. It almost takes a separate agency to help him find 
his way through the jungle of other agencies with whom he 
must deal. 
The Department of Agriculture, for example, has had to 
create the Rural Development Service, whose sole job is to 
help communities make sense of the regulations issued by 42 
federal agencies which handle some part of the Rural 
Development Program.

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State legislature tries to 
strengthen tax rollback

School boards are the ones

ty taxing bodies set their 
budget and thus their levies 
subsequent to the 
deter­ 
mination 
of

school boards set their budget 
prior to that determination. 
If the total property tax 
assessment is increased in 
many counties next year, 
either because of pressure 
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from the State Tax Com­ 
mission or as a result of a suit 
failed by the Missouri branch 
of the National Education 
Association, then the rollback 
provision will be the safety 
value for taxpayers who wish 
to prevent unnecessary tax in- 
’ creases. 
But the rollback often has 
not been implemented, say 
assessors and legislators. And 
no one at the state level seems 
to be interested enough to 
even to keep a record of 
whether, or how often, the 
rollback provision has been 
used 
The reason may be that “the 
provision is silent as to who 
enforces 
this 
law,” 
says 
Clarence Thomas, assistant 
attorney general 
Rep 
Fred 
Dyer, 
R-St. 
Charles, wants to end the 
silence. He has sponsored a 
bill by which “the courts will 
enforce the law,” he say s. 
His bill would allow tax­ 
payers to file class action suits 
forcing county taxing bodies 
to roll back the levy, but only 
when the assessment is in­ 
creased by more than 10 per 
cent by the State Tax Com­ 
mission. 


If the increase is the result 
of other action, such as 10 per 
cent natural growth, says Bob 
Knuth of the Missouri Public 
Expenditure Survey, then the 
levy would not have to be 
lowered. 
“The taxpayer should be 
protected against these ad­ 
ditional taxes,” says Knuth. 
Currently it is both costly 
and time-consuming for in­ 
dividual taxpayers to sue to 
reduce the levies. Knuth says 
only two suits of this kind were 
filed by individual taxpayers 
in the past year. 
“Utilities and railroads are 
the only ones who can afford to 
sue" for lower levies, Knuth 
says. “They have a large 
enough stake in it.” 
Knuth says 
that South­ 
western Bell has filed suit in at 
least two counties, Butler and 
Miller, in the past year to 
require levies to be lowered. 
There is another and larger 
problem with the present law, 
says 
Dyer.

rollback 
provision only applies for one 
year and levies then can be 
returned to their original level 
the following year.

Both sides agree to 10-day 
cease fire in Lebanon

Both sides in Lebanon’s civil 
war agreed today to a 10-day 
cease-fire beginning at noon 
Friday—5 a.m.

Under intense international 
pressure, lefist forces offered 
their Christian opponents the 
truce to permit elections of a 
new president, and the right- 
wing Phalange party, the main 
Christian fighting arm, accept­ 
ed the cease-fire. 
There was no immediate an­ 
nouncement, 
however, 
from 
Christian President Suleiman 
Franjieh’s office whether he 
would agree to resign. 
The leftist cease-fire was de­ 
signed to give him a 10-day pe­ 
riod to step down but was not 
contingent on his immediate 
resignation. 
The cease-fire was announced 
by leftist Moslem leader Kamal 
Junblatt in the town of Aley, 
five miles from Beirut. He later 


came to the capital and told re­ 
porter from Aley. 
Syria earler today threatene 
military intervention in Leba­ 
non’s civil war unless Jun- 
blatt’s forces agreed to a cease­ 
fire. 
A Damascus statement said 
continued warfare would lead 
to partition of the country, “the 
biggest

world’s history.’’ 
In Washington, Jordan’s King 
Hussein said he would support 
Syrian armed intervention in 
order to “maintain the balance 
and separate the warring fac­ 
tions.” 
Junblatt 
said

guerrilla leaders later to set 
the 
time for beginning the 
cease-fire and decide how it is 
to be enforced. 
Since the war erupted a year 
ago, an estimated 14,000 per­ 
sons have been killed, hundreds 


in the past few weeks after a 
Syrian-sponsored 
cease-fire 
broke down. 
The war is over demands by 
the Moslem majority for more 
say in Lebanon’s political and 
economic life, and Christian re­ 
sistance to these demands until 
the Palestinian guerrillas are 
reined in.

Maybe it has something to do 
with the Bicentennial. Or it 
could be that all the talk about 
"grass roots movements” is 
taking

traordinary

circulating around the state. 
They propose new laws or 
amendments to the state con­ 
stitution. 
The end result of this citizen 
style lawmaking could be that 
Missouri voters will have as 
many issues as candidates on 
the November ballot.

Revision of the judicial ar­

“ This is the decision we have 
been praying for," said Julia 
Quinlan after learning her 22- 
year-old 
comatose 
daughter 
may be allowed to begin the 
natural process of dying. 
The New Jersey Supreme 
Court ruled Wednesday the me­ 
chanical respirator keeping Ka­ 
ren Anne Quinlan alive for 
nearly a year in a "vegetative 
state" could be removed if doc­ 
tors agree her condition is 
hopeless. 
In a 7 to 0 decision, the court 
appointed Joseph Quinlan legal 
guardian of his daughter and 
said he could let her die if com­ 
petent medical authorities de­ 
cide the girl’s condition is irre­ 
versible and that there is no 
reasonable possibility of her re­ 
covery. 
She has been in a coma at St. 
Clare’s Hospital in nearby Den- 
ville since April 15, 1975, after 
apparently 
ingesting 
alcohol 
and tranquilizers. 
The state attorney general’s 
office said there would be no 
immediate decision on whether 
to take the case to the U.S. Su­ 


preme Court, the only avenue 
of appeal. The Quinlans said 
they would give the state time 
to consider an appeal before 
asking to have the respirator 
disconnected. 


"We hope at the last minute 
the Lord will take her and we 
won’t have to remove her from 
her respirator,” the girl’s fa­ 
ther said. 
But, he added, they will order

treatment 
stopped if left with that deci­ 
sion. 


The Quinlans, 
flanked by 
three Roman Catholic priests at 
their parish church in Mount 
Arlington, sat calmly and faced 
a room full of reporters on 
Wednesday night. They dis­ 
cussed the court’s decision that 
their daughter and others who 
are beyond medical restoration 
have a right to die, based on 
the constitutional protection of 
personal privacy. 
Two days earlier, they had 
observed their daughter's 22nd 
birthday at a private Mass 
“ There is no hope and there 
hasn’t been any,” said Mrs 


Quinlan, who told reporters she 
wept when the family lawyer, 
Paul 
Armstrong, 
telephoned 
from Trenton to tell thm of the 
decision. 
“ I feel this responsibility has 
been put on us by God. We 
have to act on it. Once we 
made our decision, we never 
had any doubt,” Quinlan said.

daughter's condition has not 
changed 
since 
last Octoer, 
when one doctor said she was

State Atty. Gen. William F.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I have 
listened to many heartbeats 
since 1929 I hear the "lub- 
dub.” Every heart has a dis­ 
tinct "lub-dub.” Is it not 
possible to record and play 
back the "lub-dub” of good 
hearts, diseased hearts, 
irregular hearts, etc. so that 
the doctors can compare the 
good ones with the bad ones? 
My dad is 90 years old and 
suffered one stroke and his 
heart sounds through the 
stethoscope as a slow, strong 
sound. I never heard a heart 
sound quite like it. If a doctor 
had a recording of several 
heart cases, could he not be 
better able to detect a new 
heart case that he had never 
seen before? 
DEAR REA D ER - Thank 
you for your interesting 
thought. Like many good 
ideas, someone else has 
already had it. 
We have been using recor­ 
dings of heart sounds for 
years. 
They were first put on old 
phonograph records. Later 
magnetic tape, and practical­ 
ly every means of recording 
sounds and reproducing it, has 
been used to record heart 
sounds — norm al ones, 
irregular ones and all the 
different abnormal sounds 
made with valvular disease 
and various cardiac con­ 
ditions. 
These are mostly used to 
teach doctors; in some in­ 
stances they’re used for 
patient records. The classic 
c lin ic a l reco rd is the 
phonocardiogram which is 
usually a photographic means 
of recording the vibrations 
generated by the heart sound. 
You can see the individual 
vibrations created by abnor­ 
mal sounds as well as the 
vibrations created by the nor­ 
mal sounds There are even 
textbooks devoted to this sub­ 
ject showing the pictures of 
the vibrations generated by 
the heart sounds.

The “ lub-dub” sounds you 
describe are the normal first 
and second heart sounds of 
every heartbeat. The first 
sound (lub) is created by the 
closure of valves between the 
upper and lower chambers of 
the heart. The second sound 
(dub) is caused by the closure 
of the valves at the outlet of 
the heart where blood is 
ejected into the right 
(pulmonary) and left (aorta) 
arteries leaving the heart. 
These heart sounds have 
even been analyzed in terms 
of frequency and how much of 
each part of the sound is 
produced by different fre­ 
quencies in the sound spec­ 
trum. 
We also have means of 
listening to a patient’s heart 
and simultaneously broad­ 
casting it to numerous 
different locations. This is 
som etim es 
used 
in 
demonstrating heart sounds to 
medical students in a large 
auditorium or even in smaller 
groups. 
I sometimes think the public 
does not realize how much has 
gone into producing the level 
of medicine which they 
receive today. The advances 
in technology such as those in 
the sound recording area that 
are applied to hi-fi work and 
other techniques have of 
course been brought into use 
in medicine as well. There are 
v e ry few ad van ce s in 
technology that cannot be 
used in some way or another 
in medicine. And in most in­ 
stances there is someone busy

experimental medical program 


SEDALIA, Mo. (AP) - An 
experimental medical program 
here is facing extinction be­ 
cause of inadequate financial 
support 
Project WESCENMO, which 
stands for West-Central Mis­ 
souri, was founded in 1972 
through the efforts of Dr. Rob­ 
ert Edmonds, a Sedalia pediat­ 
rician. The program is sched­ 
uled 
to end 
Monday after 
serving some 8,000 youngsters 
The program has been funded 
by the Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity through the American 
Academy of Pediatrics to pro­ 
vide mobil medical services to 
rural residents in 13 west-cen­ 
tral Missouri counties 
It was started with a three- 
year diminishing OEO grant 
which provided $150,000 the 
first year, $100,000 the second 
year and $50,000 for the third 
year of operation ending March 
1. 
Steve Laslo, executive direc­ 
tor of the project, said the 
grant was not renewed “be­ 
cause it was specifically stipu­ 
lated that it was just to get us 
started with the idea that we 


would be self supporting by the 
end of the three-year period.” 
Laslo said pleas during the 
past year to local and county 
governmental agencies 
have 
brought a minimal response. 
Contributions 
from 
private 
agencies and churches have 
helped but aren't enough to 
carry the program, he said, 


“We were absolutely success­ 
ful" in proving there is a need 
for the program and that it 
could 
be implemented, Ed­ 
monds said. “The only area in 
which we fell short was in ob­ 
taining the necessary provste 
and 
governmental funds to 
make us self-sufficient." 
Edmonds said there were 
only three somewhat similar 
projects in the country—one in 
the ghetto area of Philadelphia, 
another in rural Maine and a 
third one in western Texas near 
the Rio Grande Valley. 


"However, 
these 
projects, 
which were funded at the same 
time as WESCENMO, are sim­ 
ply extensions of pre-existing 
health clinic services,” Ed­ 
monds said. "In all these cases, 


people have to come to the clin­ 
ic rather than the clinic coming 
to the people What we are 
doing has, up to now, been out­ 
side the conventional wisdom. 
Our mobility distinguishes us." 
The mobile staff, which held 
clinics in church basements, 
community buildings and just 
about anywhere else it could 
find space, consists of Edmonds 
and an associate, two pediatric 
nurse practitioners, a regis­ 
tered nurse and a licensed 
practical nurse Volunteers in 
each community provided as­ 
sistance 


The program also served as a 
training ground for student 
nurses and medical students. A 
separate project program is 
headed by James Friedebach, a 
staff consulting psychologist, 
who instructs teachers in Head 
Start centers across Missouri 
on how to treat children suffer­ 
ing from handicaps and learn­ 
ing disabilities

Sunshine law still 
keeps public in dark 


By Ray Cromley 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — When the U S Senate passes a 
self-policing measure, look for the gimmick 
The other day toward closing time Sen. Jam es B Allen <D- 
Ala.) introduced an amendment to the newest version of the 
fair election law 
It would require that all government 
employes earning more than $25,000 a year report in detail 
their sources of income and their assets and liabilities every 
year for public inspection The rule would apply to Senators 
and Representatives, federal bureaucrats, m ilitary men and 
women and judges An amendment to the Allen amendm ent 
would require the sam e information from all candidates for 
national office The Allen proviso was overwhelmingly ap- 
„ proved, 76 yeas to 13 nays 
I submit that such a sunshine requirem ent would do more to 
end corruption in Washington than any number of limitations 
on what office holders can and cannot do. Conflicts of interest 
would stand out like sore thumbs 
So far so good But the word passed among those who know 
• their way around the Senate is cynical. The Senators agreed to 
this hard-nosed — but worthy — amendment, the inside story 
goes, because they knew from past experience with sim ilar 
measures that the House of Representatives was certain to op­ 
pose it vehemently. In the resulting conference between the 
two chambers to work out compromises, the Senate could then 
use this ‘‘bargaining chip'' to get the House to agree to certain 
loopholes in the election law wanted by some key Senators but 
opposed in the House 
One objective. I’m told, is to secure as high a limit as possi­ 
ble on honorarium s allowed law m akers when making 
speeches before various groups At several thousand dollars a 
shot, these fees, in many cases, have become an im portant 
source of side income for better known legislators, particular­ 
ly in the upper house Some influential Senators do not want, 
therefore, to be limited to a paltry $1,000 to $2,000 a speech —
